RESULTS OP THEIB RESTORATION.

bill introduced by Mr. Wilshire, of

committee on war claims in toe House 
of llcpresentatives. The bill provides: 


"that all rjitizctis of the United States 


liaving claims against tlio United States 
for stores or supplies taken or furnished 
(luring tbo rebellion for the uso of the 
arrnyof the United State?, Including tlie 
use anil loss of vessels or boat? -while 
employed In tlio military service of the 
United States, may institute suit against 
the United States for tho adjustment and 
recovery of snch claims in the District 
Court of the United States-for the dis- 
trict in -which such stores or supplies 
inay ,Jiave been taken or furnished, or 
such vessels or boats m»y ho.ye been used 
or lost." 


Reflect a moment. 
All citizens o: 


the United States, rebels as well as 
loyal citizens, hiving claims for stores 
or supplies taken OT furnished during 
the rebellion, for the use of the army 
including the use and loss of boats, may 
sue tfce United States and recover the 
value thereof. 
The loyal people must 


pay all the war taxes, submit to the loss 
inflicted by rebel raiders, and then pay 
for all the foiage taken by our troops 
when within the rebel lines, all the rails 
burned, all the corn, sweet potatoes anc 
turkeys consumed. 


Who that reflects upon the supply of 


an army in an onomy's country during 
a four years' war, will not shrink from 
such a claim—a claim that could 'only 
be paid by an acknowledgment that the 
war on our part was unjust?

stores used by said army. Provided 
however, that the affidavit of the claim 
ant, supported by the competent tosti 
mpny of any reputable citizen, shall b'c 
sufficient proof to establish the fact of 
tho uso and occupation of such property 
bysaidarmy 
But it is not (he intcn 


tion of this act to limit tho parties to 
the amount of proof herein specified 
but other dud additional testimony may 
be taken to establish the fact of the use 
and occupation, and the rental value o: 
tho property occupied.

Npw, this bill directs tho Secretary 


of "War to allow and pay to all citizens 
of the United States, rebel as well as 
loyal, a reasonable compensation for th 
uso of thoir property by the Unitei 
States army, or any part thereof, dur- 
ing the late civil war. Every camping 
ground; every field of battle; every 
march or retreat; every tree out down 
every g^rain field injured by any officer 
or soldier in our army—for each1 and al 
of these are a part of tho army—musl 
bo paid for at a reasonable rate. 
Sup- 


pose a rebel secretary of war, such as 
Tilden would naturally select, was 
armed with this authority, what count- 
less claims would be fastened upon the 
treasury 1 
An intelligent writer has 


estimated the amount covered by these 
two bills at 82,410,000,000. .Whether 
this be exaggerated or not, it is appar- 
ent that, under such legislation, the 
treasury would be utterly bankrupt.— 
Wo know from tho experience of the 
Southern claims commission the ten- 
dency to swell such claims by perjury 
and fraud. 
The number of claims de- 


cided was 9,222. The amount ciaimec 
was $19,203,437.51 , the amount al- 
lowed was 83,057,894.09 ; tho amount 
disallowed was 816.205,542. And wo 
now have proof that some of the cases 
allowed were fraudulent and gros ' 
exaggerated. 
How will it be when 


the guards thrown about this tribunal 
and other officers and courts authorized 
to pass upon claims shall be broken 
down, and thay are filled with men in 
sympathy with the rebellion ? 


But you may say there is no danger 


of the passage of these bills. I beg 
you not to be deceived.
